Tf the province of Alberta isto be 
the loser because of the passage of 
the prohibition bill, that wipes out 
all \iquor from the hotels, clubs and 
shops of the provinee, Hon. ©. R. Mi- 
tchell, provincial treaswrer, 
partment is directly afiected, doesn't 
sec fit. Mr. Mitchell, who has been 
going carefully over the province for 
the past month, inquiring clogely ¢n- 
to business mnatters in general, and 
the crop prospects in particular, was 
in Calgary on Sunday afternoon for 
a short time, before leaving for the 
southern districts, where he proposes 
spending g week or more before go- 
ing back to the legislative putlcings 
at Edmonton. 

Mr. Mitchell thinks higley of the 
crop prospects, and he is also of the 
opinion, after g short tour in Butt- 
ish Columbia, that this province has 
a Whole lot more to be thankful for 
than her sister province to the west 
The provincial treasurer also sees 
good reason for optimism in the fact 
that Alberta 4s soon to be swathed 
in prohibition, and in answer to a 
question propounded to him by the 
question, said he was not afraid of 
any loss that might accrue because 
of the shooting through af the bill. 
The enforcement of the act of course 
falls under ‘the scope of the attorney- 
goneral’s department, although as 
treasurer of the province, Mr. Mit-
